tics.” Yale seniors, no doubt, are kin of 
other seniors throughout the United States, 
for there is a skein of collegiate fact and 
fashion woven through American univers!- 
ties that makes any leading college a fair 
sample of any other big school. 

Now the Yale seniors this year voted that 
the most useful subject to which their 
minds had been exposed was English. What 
® contradiction of more or less popular 
opinion that English—both as a language 
and a literature—is more or less old-fash- 
foned and hardly useful to modern youth! 
Yet it is a fact, as the Yale senior statis. 
tics indicate, that advanced collegians are 
prodigious readers and close students of 
English because their forward look con- 
vinces them that the ability to speak their 
own.tongue well, coupled with an intimate 
knowledge of the best works in the lan- 
guage, will be a great help in attaining suc 
céss on the other side of the commence- 
ment door. 

The least useful subject in their four 
years’ study, the Yale seniors voted, was 
psychology. This is the more significant, 
coming from an institution of learning 
which boasts on-its faculty a number of the 
best-known American exponents of prac- 


cides with the opinion of thousands of 
American army officers who, in the World 
War, saw many valuable hours and tons of 
good paper used on psychological work. If 
the results of the army tests had been given 
the credence they are supposed to have

| JAPAN 
New proof of Japan's good will for 
America is contained in the prompt accept- 
ance of President Coolidge’s memorandum 
suggesting a fve-power conference at Ge 
neva on the subject of disarmament. This 
acceptance rather gives the lle to those 
yellow newspapers that so long and insist- 
ently have represented Japan as hostile to 
Americans and their ideas. 

Tt is true that Japan is in pronounced 
and, perbaps, permanent disagreement with 
us on the subject of our immigration lawn, 
and if friction should come from anything 
it possibly might be from that, but there fs 
little likelihood that it will come. Though 
not agreeing with America on this and 4 
few other questions, Japan has shown an 
open-mindedness and breadth of vision with 
respect to this country that few other na- 
tions at odds with us on important affairs 
so keenly touching their own jnterests have 
‘evinced. 

Japan has much to gain and little to lose 
by a further limitation of armaments on 
the part of its own and other nations; buat 
an unfriendly attitude toward this coun- 
try would have prompted a refusal to con- 
sider anything of the sort. Nor does the 
fact that the Pacific has of late been pa- 
trolied by an American fleet such as Japan 
hardly could muster seem to have embit- 
tered it toward us in any way. Japan knew 
that America had nothing but the 
peaceful inténtions toward that country 
that Japan had more to fear from Japanese 
jingoes than from us and that there was 
not the slightest danger to Japan, nor any 
threat to Japanese prestige, ‘implied by our 
keeping the fleet to protect our Pacific 
shore. 


Ever since the Washington conference 
Japan has shown a readiness to supplement 
the naval limitation treaty by further re- 
ductive stipulations, and in this Japan has 
not only shown national sagacity, but na- 
tive amiability.

The opening shot of the piciure 
is delightfully humorous, in 
which the audience thinks Monty 
is making a speech—but wherein 
the little comedian in reality is 
asking the students to decide be- 
tween ice cream and apple pie. 


VEN the stately and dignified 
legal profession has comedy 
situations, it seems. 

Monty Banks has made a very 
funny comedy called “Horse Shoes,” 
which features a poor young lawyer 
who tries his first case and wins it 
by the grace of providence-— horse 
shoes and a good dose of slapstick 

Although a comedian for many 
years, Monty is compuratively new 
in the realm of feature comedies. 
“Horse Shoes” is his third, pre 
sented by A. McArthur under the 
Pathe banner, and undoubtedly his 
funniest. It is filled with situations 
which are both interesting and orig- 
inal in their humor. 

The courtroom scene in which 
the young, green lawyer, played by 
Monty, is hopelessly outwitted by 
his opponents is the outstanding 
one of the picture. There is some- 
thing about Monty with his short 
stocky figure, his eyelids at half 
mast. his blithely curved mouth 
which inspires sympathy mingled 
with laughter. 

The story deals with a law stu- 
dent working his way through col. 
lege left out of everything be- 
cause he has to wait on table. On 
his way to the town where he is 
to practice law he picks up an ac 
quaintance with a pretty girl-—the 
train thinks them newlyweds and 
there are the usual sleeping car 
complications. 

When Monty arrives at his des 
tination he finds that his traveling 
companion is the daughter of the 
lawyer in whose oflice he is to work. 
Monty. loving the girl, prays for his 
big moment to demonstrate his af- 
fection. It comes in the shape of a 
court case dealing with a forged 
will. 

An unusual twist -partly luck, 
and partly the work of a good sce- 
narist--ends the comedy with a 
whirl of laughing applause. 

“Horse Shoes” is a very funny, 
exceptionally human comedy, with- 
out unnecessary slapstick or unreal 
situations. The courtroom scene is 
cleverly worked out and bears a 
distinct air of authenticity; al 
though there are many IlIberties 
taken with the majesty of the law 
they really couldn't be any funnier 
than the situations which have oc- 
curred in the courts themselves in 
the past. 

The steeping car sequence, 
ever, although thoroughly ludicrous 
seems entirely toc long. It drags 
out the laughs until there is barely 
a grin left. This is the one situa- 
tion in “Horse Shoes” which isn't 
original in adaptation. Most of the 
gage are unusually humorous. 

For the most part this picture is 
a thoroughly entertaining comedy— 
in its interesting appeal, its excel. 
lent titles and most of all because 
Monty Banks is one of the really 
funny comedians on the screen. 
He will be well worth watching 
during the next year as he expands 
his program for feature comedies 
and is allowed to develop his ‘deas

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Nut Growers Defy Overproduction Bogey 


Find That Co-Operative Handling and Distribution of Crop Is Most Ef- 
fective Means to Security—Association Is Clearing House Not 


IS not enough that a country be a 
highly productive one, today. The very 
fact that climatic conditions tend to pro- 

duce heavy crops can be a liability instead 


of an asset. A quantity of any commodity, 


thrown upon an unregulated, or am unpre 
pared market, ruins all chance for a profit- 
able selling price. Even with distribution 
reguiated and an efficient organization 
working on the problem of creating an in- 
creased demand, it is no simple matter to 
net the producer a satisfactory return for 
his efforts. 


Every country has faced this problem 
and the farmers are, themselves, coming to 
realize that they must concern themselves 
with something more than the growing of 
their crops. Many different schemes ve 
been tried, but it is increasingly evident 
tlt the co-operative plan, in some one of 
its many forms, is the one gaining in favor 
above all others. 

This is true, not only in the United 
States, where there are now some 11,000 
co-operative organizationg among farmers, 
but in European countries. Farmers listed 
in the co-operative groups in Sweden have 


uct and to maintain it presented problems 
too great for the individual to handle. In 
1895, a walnut growers’ association was 
formed for the purpose of grading, packing 
and marketing, an idea which spread and 
was shortly responsible for the formation 
of other associations In various districts 
through out the walnut-growing sections of 
the State. 

Methods Were more or less busteceré, 
without any uniform standard in grading 
being generally adopted. In 1909, two as- 
sociatiéns, thoroughly convinced of the prac- 
ticability of the plan under which C. C.

Their success was so notable that by 
1912, a group of fifteen local associations 
had joined forces, marking the beginning 


Drying of walnuts on trays in the open was 


increased if numbers 600 per cent in the 
last ten years; in Germany, by more than 
400 per cent. This movement has a firm 
grip on the farmers of such widely differ- 
ent countries as Bulgaria, Finland and 
Japan. 

One of the great sources of revenue to 
agriculturists in California, is the En- 
glish walnut. Our greatest competitor is 
France, which grows 28.8 per cent of the 
world’s supply. The United States pro- 
duces 18.4 per cent of the entire 
duction and of this, California -4s. 
sible for 98 per cent, 

In 1925, the California walnut crop 
by far the greatest ever produced, giving 
a yield of 72,017,234 pounds, orchard run. Ac- 
cording to offcial reports from the United 
States Department of Agriculture, we con- 
sume approximately 114,000,000 pounds of 
these nuts annually. Our product has to en- 
ter into very definite competition against 
walnuts brought in from France, China, 
Italy and Rumania. 


It has come to be generally conceded 
that this State grows the finest type of 
English walnut in the world. Tite name is 
really a misnomer, for the nut is of Persian 
origin, and was the “Nut of the Gods” or 
the “Jupiter’s Acorn,” refered to in song 
and story of Ancient Greece and Rome. 

Transferred to this particularly favor- 
able climate, and developed by careful, 
scientific propagation t the years, 
the California walnut has steadily in- 
creased in quality. The first commercial 
grove Was planted at Santa Barbara in 
1867. This planting was of a very hard- 
shelled variety and was later superseded by 
the Santa Barbara soft-shelled variety, de- 
veloped from combining the hard and the 
paper-shelled types. The soft-shell proved 
a larger nut, With a desirable thickness 
ef shell, a vigorous grower, and prolific. 

QUALITY OUR RELIANCE 

Some of the individuél growerg with 
large acreages, and forward-looking minds, 
realized that the California walnut stood lis 
best cliance’ in competition against the 
world on the basis of quality.

of the present California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, Today the association repre- 
sents a group of forty-five local associa- 
tions, with a membership of over 4300 
growers, and markets approximately 85 per 
cent of the entire crop of California. 


According to a survey conducted recently 
by the association in conjunction with the 
Farm Bureau, there are approximately 
120,000 acres planted in walnuts within this 
State, representing an investment of over 
$125,000,000. Of these groves, 75,000 acres 
are in bearing, reckoned at seven years or 
over. The average increase in acreage in 
new planting runs around 5000 acres a year. 

It is not only with the present yield that 
the association is concerned. When the new 
acreage now in and sure to be set out in 
the next few years comes to bearing, a 
normal crop will be two or three times the 


present one. If such an increase is to be 
absorbed, something must be done to stim 
ulate the demand and to fix the mind of 
the buying public upon the desirability of 
the California walnut. 

As has been mentioned, the men re 
sponsible for this work believe that it is 
upon the question of quality that the stable 
demand for this product must be main- 
tained. Consequently, they regard the work 
of the field department of the association 
as of first importance. Their aim is toward 
the. general practice of the best scientific 
cultural methods, for in this they see the 
key to quality production. To this end, 
they conduct continuous experimentation 
work, in association with the experimental 
stations of the University of California.

With Out-of-Season Vitamines

HEN a metropolitan chef requires un- 
W usual or oOut-of-season vegetables he 

does not have to send out runners in 
all directions as did the chefs of the Roman 
merely notifies his wholesaler 
em from California. Briefly stat- 
vegetable growers of California, and 
particularily Southera California, produce 
many commodities not obtainable elsewhere 
besides being foremost in production of such 
staples as lettuce and cantaloupes for the 
‘New York market. 


Fruits still outrank vegetables so far as 
volume of receipts in America’s largest city 
is concerned, but over twenty varieties of 
vegetables are shipped to New York and the 
annual shipments now excesd 10,000 cars. 
Con petition is far keener than with most 
of the fruits. Many other western States 
than California ship cantaloupes and \let- 
tuce in the same style of containers while 
Atlantic Coast States ship a wide varietw 
of products to New York and hive a big ad- 
vantage in freight rates. 

The most outstanding crop is that of can- 
taloupes and similar melona Half the 
metropolitan supply, or 4000 cars annually 
is shipped from the Imperial Valley and 
Turlock sections of California. It is note- 
worthy that the melons of these sections 
set up the standard of excellence by which 
those from all other sections are judged. 

Marketing of Iceberg lettuce affords quite 
as remarkable an achievement in salesman- 
ship as does the selling of cantaloupes. The 
metropolitan district consymed 3917 cars of 
California Iceberg in 1926 and lettuce ranks 
next to potatoes as the leading vegetable 
in the New York market. And fifteen years 
ago very few people in the east knew what 
iceberg lettuce was! Caulifiower ship- 
ments to New York lest year were 1585 
ears, which represented three-fifths of the 


total receipts. Artichoke receipts Jumped 
to 757 cars last season—all from California. 
Celery, asparagus, tomatoes and peas are 
figuring -more importantly each year and at 
present total some 2000 cars annually. Del- 
ta asparagus in particular has become of 
primary importance within the last five 
years. Receipts of California “grass” in 
1926 at New York exceeded receipts from 
all sources for 1923. Pea shipments have 
risen sharply in recent seasons and a still 
later development is the shipment of 
bunched carrots in lettuce crates. 


THE “SHOTGUN” CARS 


The movement of vegetables in mixed 
carlots—locally known as “shotgun” cars 
—has been more carefully developed in 
Southern California, around Los Angeles, 
than anywhere else in the country. Al- 
though most of these mixed cars go to 
smaller markets, New York received 354 
mixed carloads in 19234. Only occasional cars 
of such staples as potatoes and cabbage are 
shipped acrogs the country, but the Bermeu- 
da onions from the Coachella Valley find 
their way to New York in large quantities 
during early summer. 

Lesser known vegetables such as chicory, 
garlic, cardoni, and rhubarb are also re 
ceived in sizable quantities. Indeed New 
York is by far the best market for the rare 
and unusual preducts on account of its poly: 
gilot population. 

There is mover a day in the year when 
California vegetables are not arriving in 
the metropolis, but the heavy .semson is 
from December to June, Several of the 
leaders reach their peak during this period, 
as for example lettuce, celery, asparagus, 
artichokes, caulifiower. cantaloupes and 
peas. A few commodities, notably peppers,

a young grove. Information as to the vari- 
eties best suited for various districts, and 
advice as to proper methods of planting, 
growing, and taking care of walnut trees, 
has been quite definitely determined, and is 
available to all who seek it. 


It is not only the newcomer in’ the ina- 
dustry that benefits from these studies. 
Sometimes it takes a good deal of courage 
for a man, with a mature grove, to follow 
the advice given. For instance, it was an- 
nounced that too close planting, in some 
of the old groves, was respousible for the 
decrease in quality and quantity of the 
yield. Radical thinning of the trees was 
recommended. This meant a loss in ton- 
nage for the first two years, but an increase 
in both size and quality of the crop was 
increasingly evident thereafter, until the 
loss Was more than compensated for ia 
every way. Some growers offset the loss, 
from the first, to a great extent, by inter- 
cropping with lima beans, or some similar 
planting. 


All the nuts are by no means merchant- 
able as unshelled walnuts. Of the great 1925 
crop of 72,017,234 pounds, fully 14,268,592 
pounds were graded out as culls. In every 
crop there is a goodly measure of cull wal- 
nuts. These consist of nuts which are eith-. 
er inferior in cracking quality, or the shelis 
of which are so blemished as to make them 
unattractive to the eye. The meats are as 
sweet and wholesome ag any other grade, 
but the judgment of the buying public 
coe visual. The product must look 

t.” 

Considering this W}roblem of converting 
the culls into money became another of the 
association’s concerns. It was obvious that 
the nuts could be cracked and the meats 
sold in competition with the similar prod- 
uct being imported Into this country. Much 
of this shelled walnut-supply came from 
China. in competing, we Were up against 
the labor cost question with the advantage 
all on the other side. It remained for the 
association to deVise a means of marketing 
our shelled walnuts at a higher price than 
the impartation could command. The vac-

SOLANO BEACH.—J. F. O’Brien, tocal 
Santa Fe station agent, has some spare time 
and he is applying it in the raising of Chin- 
chilla rabbits. He has fifty breeding does. 
He sells some meat, but the pelts are his 
chief source of revenue. 


Mr. O’Brien says that many rabbit rals- 
ers fail because they are trying to sell all 
the meat they can and still expect large re- 
turns from the fur. 
the finest pelts must kill when the fur 
prime and not when somebody wants a fiche 
bit to eat. Just when to kill for prime 
is a business In itself and one that the ra® 
bit man must learn, he declares. 

Mr. O’Brien thinks that rabbits are to be 
preferred to chickens.

that rabbits do not need large yards, make 
no noise*and cost about 25 cents apiece a 
year for feed. When they have babies they 
nurse them themselves, he points out.

WALNUTS NEED WATER 

VISALIA.—Frank R. Brann, Tulare coun- 
ty horticultural commissioner, says that be- 
cause walnut trees may need less irrigation 
than some other orchard trees is “not an in- 
dication that they need no water at all.” 
He says that walnuts size by July 1 and 
that to secure commercial size they must 
have sufficient irrigation during the period 
of their development. He urges the use of 
the soil auger to discover the moisture pen- 
etration to a depth of at least eight feet 
in the walnut groves. 


A NORMAL PEACH CROP 


POMONA.—Prospects are bright for the 
first normal peach crop in four years in 
this locality.

eastern connections throughout the season 
and give them a steady supply while others 
sell to speculators or, failing in that. divert 
their cars to commission merchants as a 
last resort. A high percentage of Califor- 
nia vegetables, especially those in the Im- 
perial Valley, are produced by growers or 
chippers who are financed by eastern pro- 
duce firms. The shipping and diverting of 
the cars in such instances are directed by 
the eastern houses, but that does not in 
any way change the speculative aspects of 
the case. 

After California vegetables reach the New 
Jersey freight yards they begin a rather 
tortuous course to the consumer. Cars are 
either unloaded in the Jersey yards and 
trucked over to New York during the night 
or are lightered over intact, either to the 
Erie or the New York Central piers. In any 
event the load is usually trucked from the 
freight terminal to the wholesaler’s store 
as the first step in breaking up the car for 
sale. 

Some stock is bought direct from whole- 
sale receivers by chain stores and thus 
reaches the consumer with a fair degree of 
directness, but by far the largest part of 
the vegetables pass through the hands of 
jobbers who resell their purchases in small 
lots to hotels, restaurants, and the numer- 
ous classes of retailers. 


Not all cars travel so directly to consum- 
ers, however. Some change ownefship sev- 
eral times while in transit and five or six 
different shippers, wholesalers or specvla- 
tors may own the same carioad of produce 
to consumer. 


- TRUCKING BIG ITEM 


Trucking is a very large and important 
item of cost in distributing California vege- 
tables after they reach New York. A head 
of lettuce or caulifower usually has three 
different truck rides after reaching Man- 
hattan, but often it gets four or even five 
such rideec. There is no escaping the fact 
that trucking charges make California ve«- 
etables much more expensive to the con 
er and at the same time cost the grower 
considerable money. 


While California vegetables are much 
better graded than the offerings from other 
sections, the difference in favor of Gold- 
en State products is not so marked as with 
fruits or eggs. The “California” fs not quite 
80 good a guarantee on a vegetable package 


as it is on a fruit package. The grading. 


lacks a little of having the same uniformity. 
On the other hand, the uniform size of the 
packages is a tremendous advantage when 
compared with the miscellaneous assort- 
ment of the Atlantic Coast States. It en- 
ables all classes of dealers to gauge the ex- 
sar quantity of merchandise in each con- 
er. 


In spite of disadvantages in freight rates, 
trucking charges, and the speculative as- 
pects of the business, prospects favor a 
steady growth in the volume of California 
vegetables consumed in New York—certain- 
ly not less than a 10 per cent increase an- 
nually—and also an increase in the variety. 
In another decade California will be ship- 
ping large quantities of vegetables to New 
York which are unknown today—if the past

All Ordinary Objections

INDBREAKS are solving many farm 
problems throughout the Southwest. 
In sandy areas where the wind blows

The windbreaks are ordinarily placed 
about 450 feet apart in those places where 
the wind its greatest so that its velocity is 
checked throughout a grove. Were this not 
done, the center of the grove would be un- 
protected although the wind did not harm 
the sides. Such a plan ts followed especial- 
ly in Ventura and San Bernardino counties.

found In the region of Alta Loma, Etiwanda, 
Fontana and Cucamonga. These are well 
grown and give the groves of the several 


districts good . Many others are 
being started in different parts of the 
Southwest. 


The windbreaks are planted many with 
the trees six feet apart in staggered rows. 
Thus the rows and the trees are six feet 
from each other. When the rows fll with 
the growth of the trees the result is a dense 
hedge many feet high. In a period of six 
years, two or three kinds are best adapted 
will do this. 


SUITABLE TREES 


There are several kinds of trees used in 
different places. The Monterey cypress is 
found in some of the older breaks, either 
by itself or as the “Itning” within a row 
of eucalyptus. It is much slower growing 
than the latter and its effect by iteelf is not 
always as satisfactory. A tree introduced 
by the government and which has been 
found useful in desert areas ts the Tamarix 
articulata, often called the “athel.”” It is 
noted for its rapid growth and has a feath- 
ery foliage. It may be grown from cuttings. 
It is not as strong or high as the eucalyptus, 
however, and it is still a question whether 
it will take the place of other trees except 
under certain conditions. 

The tree which is best suited for this pur- 
pose is the eucalyptus, which is fast grow- 
ing and adaptable to various conditions. Al- 
though many varieties of this tree have 
been introduced from Australia in the past 
years, two or three kinds are best adapted 
for windbreaks. Eucalyptus globulus (biue 
gum.) eucalyptus rudis (desert gum) and 
eucalyptus viminalis (manna gum) are fast 
growers and well suited to the climate of 
the Southwest. However, since the timber 
of the manna gum is less durable than that 
of the others, the first two are preferred. 

Eucalyptus globulus is one of the fastest 
growing trees in the world. Trees in Call- 
fornia known to be thirty years old have 
reached a height of 150 feet. Under proper 
conditions the trees reach a height of fifty 
to seventy-five feet in five to ten years. The 


one problem of the blue gum is that it cannot 


live in continued temperatures less than 27 
deg. F. or above 105 deg. F. Since tt is not 
hardy, it does not grow successfully in Im- 
perial Valley or Arizona. It is much used, 
however, in Ventura county. 
The variety used tn San 

county and found to be especially suitable is 
the eucalyptus rudis. This withstands « 
temperature as low as 16 to 18 deg. F. and 
as high as 110 to 118 deg. F. Wt also re 
quires less water than the blue gum. It is 


.a vigorous, rapid grower, which reaches a 


height of fifty to seventy-five feet. It is an 
erect tree when planted clogely in the rows. 
The bark is slightly rough, but mot deeply 
furrowed; and it does not shed continual- 
ly as do some varieties.

trees furnished by Chaffey Union High 
School at Ontario, have been set out by 
the farmers in the west end of San Bernar- 
dino county. The trees have been furnished 
free to the ranchers in the Chaffey district, 
as a part of the community service of the 
echool. The agricultural department of the 
institution grows about 15,000 a year for 
this purpose. They are not sent outside of

the school district. The number of trees 
noted does not include, of course, those 
grown by the ranchers or bought from nur- 
serymen. | 

In growing eucalyptus trees for wind- 
breaks the seeds are planted in June in 
flats approximately three inches high. They 
are made this height to make the pliant 
roots grow out instead of forming a long tap 
root which might be damaged when they are 
transplanted. As many as 12,000 plants may 
usually be obtained from one pound of seed. 
The flats are kept moist in slat houses in 
order to give them a more even temperature 
and to protect them from the birds. 

The little eucalyptus trees are transplant- 
ed the following September and October to 
other flats. Approximately 100 transplants 
can be placed in a flat. The trees are placed 
in the ground the following February or 
March when there seems to be ne danger 
from frost. The plants are usually not un- 
der six to ten inches high when set out. 

The land is plowed and harrowed to re- 
ceive them. It is necessary to irrigate them 
until they attain the desired hieght if the 
best results are to be obtained. By this 
means the trees continue to grow during the 
dry months. 

Another reason for irrigation even after 
the period when the trees are reaching ma- 
turity is to keep the roots from reaching out 
into the surrounding area to any great ex- 
tent. Even with irrigation of the windbreak 
trees some ranchers fee! that the windbreak 
takes vitality from grove trees near by. The 
protection afforded to the whole grove, how- 
ever, offsets any.loss thereby suffered. 

The use of windbreaks will increase as 
farmers realize their great value. They not 
only definitely break the velocity of the 
wind and save damage to the fruit and the 
tree, but alse keep light soll from shifting. 
Varieties of eucalyptus suited to certain le 
calitiese make fast-growing breaks. The

Farmers Diversify to 
Their Advantage 


SHAFTER.—The experiences of several 
farmers of the Shafter district has con- 
vinced them and their neighbors that di- 
versification is a good and profitable farm- 
ing practice. Frequently those who have 
put all their land into one crop haye found 
the markets glutted and the prices low. 

M. Thornburg planted one-quarter of an 
acre to sweet potatoes on his Shafter 
ranch. The seed came from New Mexico 
and was started in a hot bed. Consider- 
able care was given to the culture of the 
plants tn the field, and when the tubers 
were harvested they were solid readily at 
satisfactory prices. He says that he re- 
ceived $190 for the sweet potatoes grown 
on this small tract, most of them being 
bought on the farm by Mexican and negro 
cotton pickers. This year Mr. Thornburg 
ig planting three and a half acres to sweet 
potatoes. 

‘Last season P. D. Enns, a Shafter farmer, 
grew four and a half acres of Riverside 
Spanish sweet onions from sets. He got 
an unusually heavy yield which was 
fortunate, for prices were low. However, 
the quantity he grew on the small tract

Rey Jumper two end « acres 
near Shafter iast year for the growing of 
Klondike watermelons. They ripened just 


after the Angelenas were of the market. 
He reports that he sold twenty tons of mel- 
ons from his patch and received about $225 
for the crop, the seed for which cost him 
$3. About seventy acres will be planted to 
watermelons and 110 acres to cantaloupes 
in this vicinity this year. 


Nels Pederson, another Shafter grower, 
tried out cabbage on a quarter of an acre. 
He grew the plants from seed in a hot bed, 
and transplanted approximately 175 plants 
to each of thirty rows. When mature the 
heads weighed on an average not far from 
eight pounds and sold readily at a profit in 
the Shafter and Wasco stores at 2 cents a 
pound. 

After he had harvested his potatoes last 
June, Opal Fry, a rancher near here, plant- 
ed forty-eight acres of the land to kaffir 
corn on June 26. He harvested it in De- 
cember and says he secured 157 tons. The 
yield was unusually large and Mr. Fry got 
two crops from the same soll in the sear.

J. T. Rosa, of the at 
vision of truck crops, University of Califor- 
nia. The same is true of the cross pollina- 
tion of cantaloupes, honey dews and ca- 
sabas. However, if the cross pollination ts 
completed and the seed resulting is saved 
and planted, the fruits borne will be hy- 
brids. Prof. Rosa has made a study of cross 
pollination with melons, and says that it 
does not have any effect on the color, tex- 
ture, favor or aroma of the fruit of the orig- 
inal vines, the actual crossing taking effect 
in the seeds. 


Stronger Concrete 

The agricultural engineering department 
of Ohio State University has announced 
that it has discovered a new way of making 
concrete which greatly increases’ its 
strength. The usual way is to mix the ce- 
ment, sand and gravel and then add water. 
The new way is to mix the cement and wa- 
ter first and then add the sand and gravel. 
The mixtures made with the least practic 
able amount of water were found to be the 
strongest. Batches mixed for two minutes 
were found to be 25 per cent stronger than 
those mixed but a half minute.

He says that 
hie experiment has demonstrated that his 
plan materially lowers labor costs and does 
not reduce the cleanliness of his poultry 
houses. 


He does not believe in small flocks, be- 
cause the ownters cannot afford to main- 


* tain the routine which he regards as essen- 


tial to success with poultry. He thinks that 
poultry raising to be successful should be 
a fulltime business. 


Nurserymen Get New 
Pest Ruling 


California nurserymen are to benefit by 
a recent ruling of State Horticultural Com- 
missioner G. H. Hecke, in regard to citro- 
philus mealybug. The quarantine measure 
for controling this pest has been exceed- 
ingly strict in the past and has worked con- 
siderable hardship on many nurserymen. 
The former ruling held that shipment from 
a nursery adjacent to an infected district 
or grove had to be rejected, however clean 
the stock from that particular nsursery 
might happen to be, 

A committee consisting of J. C. Meriweth- 
er of the San Fernando Nursery, Fred How- 
ard of Howard & Smith and Roy F. Wil- 
cox of Montebello. met with Mr. Hecke at 
Sacramento and secured the following rul- 
ing on March 11. 

No shipment of nursery stock shall be re 
jected on the ground that there is reason- 
able cause to presume that it may be in- 
fested with the citrophilus mealybug, except 
under one of the following conditions: 

(a) The actual finding on such shipment 
of some live stage of such insect, or 

(>) The finding on such shipment of vis- 
ible evidence that such infestation has been 
present, with lack of evidence that adequate 
eradication treatment has been given, or 


(ec) That it originates In an infested nur- 
sery, which is hereby defined as one within 
the boundaries of which an infestation of 
the citrophilus mealybug has been found, 
unless two consecutive inspections at not 
less than thirty-day intervals during the 


’ months of April to October, inclusive, have 


failed to disclose the presence of live citro- 
philus mealybug or live eggs

Bxplorers Send Plants 
Home for Trial - 


Asia, the home of so many of our 
valuable plants, ic still an unexhausted 
realm where the agricultural explorers of 
the United States Department of 

ture are discovering possibilities in the way 
of many new grains and fruits. P. H. Dor- 
sett and his son, J. H. tt. are two ex- 
plorers who have spent years in the Far 
East, looking for plants which may be use 
ful to American agriculture. 


The plants they collect, after passing in- 
spection for pests and Tiseases, are grown 
in “detention” for a time and finally are dis- 
tributed for trial at American experiment 
stations and testing gardens to determine 
their adaptability to our soils and climates. 
Sometimes ten years are required before the 

actual value of some particular introduc- 
tion is determined, 

The Dorsetts have been paying special at- 
tention to varieties of wheat and barley, and 
of soy and mung beans. A Russian botanist 
teaching agriculture in Harbin, Manchuria, 
having learned of the coming of the two 
Americans, planted 100 varieties of so? 
beans, and when the Dorsetts arrived they 
were told to help themselves. These varie- 
ties were sent to the United States. About 
70 per cent of all the soy beans grown in 
China are produced in Manchuria where 
9,000,000 acres are devoted to the crop. 
About 4,000,000 acres grew soy beans in the 
United States last year, as a result of pre- 
vious introductions. 

The mung bean forms another staple crop 
in Manchuria and it is coming to be of com- 
mercial importance in the United States. In 
Northern China mung bean sprouts provide 
See source of the best bean verm- 

Sixty percent of the barley grown in the 
United States came from one introduction 
from Manchuria. Many other varieties of 
barley and wheat have been sent from that 
Asiatic region, in the hope that other valu- 
able ones may be produced here. 

An interesting specimen of plant life sent 
back by the Dorsetts is a wild apricot found 
growing on the rocky Manchurian moun- 
tains. The fruit has little or no value, but 
the tree is so hardy that it may have uses 
in developing the growing of the fruit far- 
ther north in the United States. Another 
find was a wild grape which is very hardy, 
bears heavily. and is used in its native land 
for the making of claret. A wild grapefruit 
tree was taken from the jungles of northern 
Sumatra, which may prove valuable for 
breeding work here. Many different varie- 
ties of bamboo have been sent to this coun- 
try. The King cocoanut, the best for milk 
in Ceylon, was made a part of the Dorsett 
collection, It is a beautiful palm and it ts 
hoped, too, may be useful in this country. 
both as a source of the milk and as an orna- 
mental. 

One of the most unique features of the 
fruit industry of North China as repo by 
the Dorsetts, is the storing of persi ons 
outdoors in a climate of ice and snow, the 
fruit being covered merely with straw mats, 
sometimes supplemented with loose hay or 
straw. The fruits averaged four inches in 
diameter, it is said, and were corded up in 
beds about twelve by twenty feet, to a depth 
of six fruits. Hundreds of these beds were 
seen along the terraced river beds. The win- 
ters are comparatively dry there with an 
ven cold, and the Hbersimmon is & {fruit 
which is not injured by freezing.

Ventura county is attempting to control 
certain insect peste attacking citrus trees 
by preventing their introduction, and so far 
has been very successful. Red scale. for 
instance, is very prevalent in some citrus 
districts of California, but is not as yet a 
serious pest of Ventura county. This is due 
to the quarantine methods followed. Sever- 
al years ago, the vacuum fumigation treat- 
ment for all citrus nursery stock brought in 
from outside counties was introduced. This 
has been an efficient method of killing scale 
imsects, but there has, nevertheless, been 
some injury and loss of trees because of it. 
The subject of vacuum fumigatién was dis 
cussed at the Noble Ranch meeting by Al 
bert Call, Horticultural Commissioner of 
Ventura county. 


VACUUM FUMIGATION 


“For best results,” he said, “trees should 
be vacuum fumigated while they are dor- 
mant—in January, February or March. Prac- 
tically no injury results during that period, 
provided the trees are properly prepared 
and taken care of. Balled trees go through 
the vacuum fumigation more successfully 
than bare root trees. That is because the 
gas comes in’ more direct contact with roots 
of the bare root trees, and most injury is 
caused when gas reaches the roots.

Tests Germination of 
His Seed Corn 


STOCKTON.—Wide variations in seed 
germination have been noted for many sea- 
sons by the corn growers of the San Joa- 
guin delta. This has been blamed on the 
mechanical faults of the seed planter or on 
unfavorable weather. A. D. Frederick, who 
grows corn near Stockton, believes that the 
trouble is due to poor seed. 

It is said that Mr. Frederick is the first 
corn grower of the State to tackle the job 
of increasing corn yields by seed selection, al- 
though this has been practiced In the Mid 
die West for many years. As he came 


_ from Ohjo, it was natural that he should 


turn to the methods used there for improve 
ment in yields. 

He has been growing corn for four years 
just. west of this city. Each year he has 
field-selected and then bin-selected his 
seed, and has materially 
yields. At the corn show held by the San Joa- 
quin County Farm Bureaféi he learned that 
even some of the prize-winning corn showed 
low germination when tested. He decided 
to use a germinator and prove enough seed 
to plant 200 acres. He bought a large tray- 
type germinator, and with the assistance

The writer recently 
had occaion to inspect one of these estab- 
lishments, that of the J. C. Spencer Com- 
pany at 820 Birch street, boasting what is 
said to be the largest rabbit-killing plant in 
the Southland, if not in the entire country. 
In this modefa plant Mr. Spencer says he is 


turning out 1000 rabbits daily for the meat the 


trade of Los Angeles and surrounding cities. 


The story of the development ef this place 
really began twelve years ago when Mr. 
Spencer started out.to dress and deliver 
rabbits to a very limited list of customers, 
traveling by street car. The present-day 
plant, a two-story brick building, with a floor 

space of 70x100 feet, is fully equipped for 

conducting the business in a manner both 
efficient and sanitary and there is room left 
for future expansion as the business war- 
rants. 

On the first floor, fully cemented, are to 
be found the receiving room, the killing de 
partment and the refrigeration plant, while 
the second floor is given over to a large dry- 
ing room for the raw pelts, the offices, and a 
large display room for finished pelts, rabbit 
fur coats and other manufactured products. 
In the drying room are to be seen thousands 
of raw pelts hanging tier upon tier. After 
the skins are thoroughly dried they are 
pressed into bales, 1000 pelts to the bale, 
and shipped to the New York market in lots 
of from 25,000 to 100,000. There they are 
cured and tanned, being later converted into 
all sorts of smart creations, coats, jacquettes 
and collars, many of them mysteriously la- 
beled with some high-sounding trade name 
to lure milady away from the ordinary prod- 
ucts of wild fur-bearing animals. Dressed 
in her Los Angeles ermine or her Hollywood 
sable, the modern lady of fashion steps in 
her limousine and drives down to the up-to- 
date cafe, where she dines on the remains of 
the little animal that furnished her with 
such regal robes. And this brings us back 
to the meat end of the industry. 

In the Spencer plant it now requires ten 
men and seven trucks te collect the bunnies 
and make the deliveries which go to the 
wholesale trade of Los Angeles, Pasadena, 
Hollywood, Glendale and beach cities. cer- 
tainly a far cry from the former one-man de- 
liveries made by Mr. Spencer on the street

Nine years ago, when Mr. Prentice pur- 
chased this place, which was a rundowa 
orange grove, he saved a few of the old 
trees, working them over into grapefruit. 
The rest were grubbed out and 25 avocados 
were set out in their stead. These repre 
sented a number of varieties, several of 
which were unproved in this vicinity, and 
although they made a satisfactory growth 
and a Lyon tree actually came into bearing, 
with the exception of a few Fuertes and 
Pueblas, they succumbed to cold weather. 
By topworking many of the‘trees qith 
hardier stock considerable time was saved 
in establishing a new grove of 20 trees that 
have grown without any other set-backs. 
Nine of these trees are producing satis- 
factorily. All were four years old before 
they came into bearing and their increasing 
value may be guaged from Mr. Prentice’s 
records which show that one of them, a 
Fuerte, began with a first crop of 28 fruits. 
increasing the next year to 62, bearing 150 
in the third year ahd now having close to 
1000 fine fruits that will weigh up to three 
quarters of a pound apiece. 

A’ high hedge of redwood outlines the 
northern boundary of the Prentice grove 
and normally thie is sufficient to prevent 
serious damage from wind. This year its 
value was demonstrated when, in spite of 
a heavy gale, no breakage resulted and only 
about 125 pounds of fruit were lost. Mr. 
Prentice says he sees practically no dif- 
ference in the hardiness of the Fuerte and 
the Puebla, although he is inclined to con- 
sider the Puebla more valuable because it 
matures ite fruit nearly a month earlier 
than the Fuerte and is less liable to suffer 
from wind or cold weather. 


Because most of his top-worked trees 
show a crotch formation, it has been found 
advisable to wire them to prevent breakage. 
Mr. Prentice cuts a generous strip from an 
old auto tire and laying each “cushion” fat 
against the tree he covers it with a. broad 
band of galvanized iron, over which the sup- 
porting wires are snugly drawn. .This pre- 
vents any cutting of the soft wood by the 
wire braces. 

He attributes the heavy cropping and 
vigorous growth of his trees to care and ad- 
equate fertilization. For the past eight 
years, he says his fertilizer bill has averaged

First she secured an old gajvanized iron 
washtub that seemed to have outlived its 
usefulness, and this she placed upside down 
on a board floor in the garage. Through 
the bottom of the tub two holes were made 
and through them electric light wires were 
run. Inside these were brought together and a 
double socket was attached with two light 
globes. The tub also carried a short length 
of tron pipe, the lower end a few inches 
from the floor, as a bad air vent. and the 
tub was raised off the floor on small wood- 
en blocks for ventilation. On cold nights 
both lights were turned on, and at other 
times one light was sufficient. This ex- 
temporized brooder was set near the mid- 
die of the garage so the chicks would not 
crowd to the walls near by.

Forest Tree Nursery 
Plan Shaping 


SAN BERNARDINO.The Federal For- 
estry Service- plans to establish in the Dev- 
il Canyon district a forest tree nursery and 
an experiment station covering about 
1500 acres and ultimately supplying from 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 trees a year for plant- 
ing on the mountain slopes of the five 
southern counties of the State. E. I. 
Kotok, Federal director of experimental for- 
estry for California, and his assistant, C. J. 
Kraeble, made an inspection trip through 
the canyon recently. They regard the site 
as particularly well adapted for the pur- 
pose in view. Within the canyon, condi- 
tions similar to those of any forest region 
of the State may be found, with varying 
exposures in all directions, so that the de- 
velopment of the trees under different cli- 
matic conditions may be observed. The 
water supply appears to be adequate to Ir- 
rigate the project as planned. 

Next fall it is proposed to take 50,000 
trees from the nursery and plant them over 
the firedenuded areas of the San Bernar 
dino National Forest. The next year the 
quota is to be increased to 100,000 or 15#.- 
000, and thereafter it is hoped that the an- 
nual plantings will increase steadily. One 
hundred thousand trees will reforest from 
150 to 500 acres, depending on the condi- 
tion of the fireswept area. It is believed 
that about 300 acres in the San Bernardino 
National Forest will be planted next year. 

Not all the 1500 acres will be devoted to 
the nursery. Most of the land will be used 
for experimental plantings, and the trees, 
if they prove adapted to their positions, 
will not be removed. It does not take a

for stable manure which will be covered 
with the rest of the straw. 

Mr. Prentice watches the performance of 
each tree closely and caters to its special 
needs. He never cultivates about the base 


_of the trees for fear of injuring the small 


feeding roots. He says that another dif- 
ference between the Fuerte and the Puebla 
is that while the Fuerte is self-thinning, 
there is practically no dropping of immature 
fruit from the Puebla and it must be hand- 
thinned if large fruits are to be secured. 
He finds that in his locality much of the 
early bloom is apt to drop and that the bulk 
of the crop comes from the later blossoming. 

In a sheltered corner at the rear of the 
house Mr. Prentice has an old avocado root- 
stock that is nuturing several flourishing 
Mayapan grafts. This type of avocado is 
supposed to be extremely sensitive to the 
cold, but it came through a five-night siege 
of December weather when the outside 
thermonteter close by registered as low as 
28 dee During this period Mr. and

“ON THE PREMISES” 


Contained in the standard farm-fire con- 
tract is a clause reading; “While.on the 
Premises,” and incidentally it means just 
what it sgys. Disregarding this clause has 
caused many assureds to pay portions of 
their own losses. 

Anything to be insurable must needs bave 
insurable headquarters, for the contract al- 
ways reads; “Blank Dollars on so and 50, 
While Contained on the Premises as Herein 
Described.” If anything insured is off the 
described premises at the time of loss, the 
assured is then carrying his own risk. If it 
is over in town, down the road, or at the 
farm of some neighbor when loss occurs, 
the company is eliminated from all liability. 

A farmer was threshing grain and had 
borrowed a neighbor's wagon aud hayrack. 
Someone became careless with a cigarette 
and directly tcet everything thereabouts 
was on fire. Amorg the items lost was the 
neighbcr’s wagou and rack. 

At the time of adjustment the assured 
put in a claim ior the borrowed wagon, but 
the adjuster only laughed, explaining to the 
assured that the policy covered only on 
those items belonging to the owner of the 
insurance policy. “But,” said the assured, 
“the outfit was burned here on my place, 
I must make the loss good to my neighbor, 
and as I have more than enough imsurance 
to cover all loss sustained, certainly the 
company should pay.” 

“The company,” replied the adjuster, 
“pays for the foss of only those items be- 
longing to you and mentioned in the policy. 
You can not insure that which does not be- 
long to you. The wagon and rack weren't

It has been said that one can find ten 4if- 
ferent systems of feeding among almost any 
ten different poultrymen. The Reuter “sys- 
tem” has its own peculiarities and voria- 
tions, but it appears to be successful. An 
all-in-one mash is kept before the hens at 
all times. Once a day they are fed a crum- 
bly mash of the ege-producing sort.

The pack of shelled nuts, salvaged from 
the culls, returned approximately $1,000,- 
000 to the association members_in 1926.. An 
additional sum was realized, as it always 
is, from the shelle themselves, which are 
burned to produce charcoal, which the as- 
sociation also markets. A small item, per- 
haps, but one worth while, as every grower 
will agree.

Having set themselves a high standard 
and conformed to it, the association péople 
became aware of the need to protect their 
produ There was no dodging the fact 
that fortign competition offered and still 
does offer a serious problem. Practically 
all the competition is offered between the 
Atlantic seaboard and the Mississippi 
River, in other words, in the greatest con- 
suming area, our greatest market. 

Until very recently, the Imported prod- 
uct was delivered to our markets without 
bleaching, and with very little grading or 
culling. It was obviously inferior to ours.

Now 
these same nuts are cleaned, bleached, 
graded, and sacked in bags bearing labels 
that would suggest to the uninitiated that 
they were California nuts.

These 
walnuts sell at wholesale at from 3 cents 
to 10 cents a pound under the California 
No. 1 soft shells.

The crop 
is harvested sometime between early Sep 
tember and late November. Drying in the 
sun takes from four to eight days, while 
the dehydrater accomplishes the work in 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours. The 
time for open-air drying may be greatly ex- 
tended by early rains, a risk which has 
proved very costly to many growers. 

Up-to-date machinery installed at the local 
packing-houses increases the rapidity 
which a crop can be cleaned, 
graded and culled. The machines have cut 
down the amount of hand-labor formerly 
required and thereby reduced the market- 
ing cost considerably.

association went into the matter of de 
termining the best formulae for sprays and 
dusting mediums in the fight against 
coddling moth and aphis and other pests. A 
subsidiary company was eventually formed 
to handle these chemicals, and that com- 
pany is now supplying sprays and dust to 
a great number of agriculturists im the 
State, including those who are growing 
other crops than walnuta. 

The crop for 1926 was a poor one, being 
approximately 40 per cent of normal. That 
is too great a deficit to be offset by an 
increase of price. Ordinarily the walnut 
crop is about the most stable one in Call 
fornia but conditions were too much for it 
last year, what with an unusually warm win- 
ter following a period of three or four years 
of subnormal rainfall. 

The prospect for the 1927 crop is par. 
ticularly good at this time. The winter has 
been more favorable all around. Our recent 
heavy rains have supplied the groves with 
abundant natural moisture, and served to 
wash the ground Tree of any accumulated 
minerals which may have been damaging 
some of the groves. The quality of the 
yield this year should prove higher than 
for several years.

VAN NUYS.—George F. Beales, a 
culturist for sixty-five of his seventy 
years, says that actual experience has 
taught him that the plant authorities are 
right in saying that hardly anything grows 
true to ite mother plant. He has tried the 
thing out continuously for decades and says 
it cannot .be too strongly impressed upon 
beginners that if they want to propagate a 
plant exactly Ike one already grown, it is 
gate a plant exactly like the already grows 
not advisable to plant seed or even root cut- 
tings. The results will be “like” the par- 
ent, ordinarily, he says, but not the “same.” 
The fact that the best results are obtained 
by budding is not yet realized by some peo 
ple, he declares. 

Of late he has been budding wistaria. He 
says the same care is required to grow wis- 
taria as any other plant. “If | plant a wis- 
taria twig,” he said, “it will come up wis 
taria, but it is liable to flower in almost any 
color. First I take a seedling root and then 
bud it to the scion which will produce 
soms of the color I want.” 


Years ago Mr. Beales grew flower bulbs 
for sale,- but he gave them up after a time, 
he says, because of a peculiar tendency of 
his customers. “After they got th 
handling the bulbs, he declared.” they 
would throw them back into the wrong con- 
tainers and I never could tell what colors I 
was selling. One of the strange things 
about people is that they appear to like to 
handle bulbs, and they never know where 
they pick them up.” 

Mr. Beales says that most deciduous fruit 
trees may be pruned at almost any time of 
the year, but that the apricot is an excep- 
tion. The ‘cot tree, he believes, should be 
pruned only after the fruit has been picked. 
He advocates grafting a stock one year old 
on a two-year-old root. To produce seed- 
Mogs he says the pits should be planted in 
September and kept moist until April, when 
they are raked over and the kernels plant- 
ed about four inches apart. After the sec- 
ond year the seedling trees may be budded 
or grafted to the variety of peach desired. 

Mr. Beales’s ideas on landscaping are 
very pronounced. He says he wouldn't 
landscape for anybody. “I quit it twenty 
years ago,” sald he. “By the time three per- 
sons criticise a job of landscaping, the own- 
er of the place begins to believe the man 
who @id the job was crazy. Any landscape 
artist can please the man he does the work 
for, but he can't please all that man’s 
friends.” 

Hig hobby nowadays is the development 
of ornamental shrubs and trees. He ts par- 
ticularly fond of the flowering cassia be 
cause frost does not interfere with its 
growth. 

When he was asked what he thought of 
the value of the studies in plant culture car- 
ried on in the schools, he said: “I think ex- 
perience and experiment provide the best 
sources of education. School children and 
thelr teachers often come to my place to 
learn about botany. Some of them seem to 
have learned a good deal from their books, 
but some, including the teachers, do not ap 


pear to know the difference between an e¥-, 


ergreen tree and a rose bush.”

Judging Orchard Trees 

‘While it is admitted that records of pro- 
duction provide the best way of judging the 
value of a fruit tree, still a good judge of 
trees is able to approximate its bearing pos- 
sibilities with a fair degree of accuracy. ac- 
cording to Willis P. Durus, pomologist at 
the Berkeley Experiment Station. In a bul- 
letin entitied “Fruit Tree and Orchard 
Judging,” a tree score card is given, based 
on the assumption that there ts a correla- 
tion between size, framework, pruning char 
acter, vigor and age of trees, and the crops 
they will bear. Orehard judging is becoming 
popular as a part of agricultural instraction 
in California, one reason being that it may 


be conducted when trees are dormant or be- 
fore they begin to bear.

Al Sentous fed out 100 baby beef calves, 
which provided a market for surplus hay, 
furnished him with a considerable amount 
of fertilizer and broke about even on cost. 
This year about 300 calves are being fed 
there, including two cars of pure-bred 
Herefords from Texas. In breeding and 
conformation these latter are probably 
fine Hereford calves as ever came out 
the Lone Star State. The gains have been 
very satisfactory. Weighing 400 pounds in 
Novemebr, they were recently at 800 
pounds. Remarkable, is it not, that 400 
pounds can be put on a calf in five 
months, while it takes a year of grazing 
to add 300 pounds to a large steer? 

The Bastanchury Ranch near Fullerton 
is feeding about 700 calves and yearlings 
from Texas, all of good quality, and these 
scheduled for the market at around 800 
pounds. They are being fed primarily for 
the fertilizer, on alfalfa, grain, hay, cotton- 
seed meal with a basic barley fortion, and 
even a little grass.

Sheepmen have 
achieved considerable success so far in sta- 
dbilizing lamb prices by distributing con- 
signments among major markets and 
throughout the days of the week, as a 
means of forestalling glutted markets. Such 
steps are satisfactory, but are merely enfér- 
gency measures. The great need, it is rec- 
ognized, is for more lamb eaters through- 
out the country. 

The Nationa] Live-stock and Meat Board, 
which recently undertook to sponsor the na- 
tion-wide “better beef” movement, has been 
doing considerable work in the interest of 
sheepmen, but the industry feels the time 
has arrived for it to boost independently 
the product that means its greatest revenue. 
At the start of the campaign, an effort will 
be made to trace all prejudices against 
lamb. It is reported in the West that sever- 
al eastern cities still harbor the ancient 
idea that lamb has a “woolly taste.” Recog- 
nizing the possibility of such a belief the as- 
sociation believes it would be desirable to 
“handle all campaign and sales promotion- 
al work through a committee or a separate- 
ly named agency formed for the purpose of 
having the campaign handled under the 
name of National Wool

SANTA. ANA.—The office of the Orange 
commissioner, following 


county horticultural 

careful study of the codling moth situation 
over some thousands of acres of walnut 
groves, has recommended spraying 
trees with ammonia-tested basic arsenate of 
lead for contro! of this pest, with the addition 
of nicotine sulphate for early avhis control. 
A sertes of cracking tests of nuts have been 
comducted under the direction of the horti- 
eultural commissioner, and the conclysions 
drawn from them are that 
. the arsenate of lead is from 35 to 40 per 
cent more effective for worms than dusting, 
according to W. H. Wright,

In 1920, Prof. H. J. Quayle of the River- 


side Experiment Station conducted , expert 
ments in spraying and dusting for coddling 
moth in Tustin-Santa Ana walnut orchards, 
and he reached the conclusion that spraying 
reduced worm infestation 80 per cent, and 
dusting 45 per cent. 


The records in the local horticultural 


commissioner's office show that the cost of 
spraying with lead arsenate and nicotine is 
59 cents per tree, and 47 cents per tree with- 
out the nicotine. Dusting with combina- 
tion worm and aphis dust costs approxt- 
mately 58 cents per tree, and 46 1-2 cents 
per tree for the worm dust alone. Since it 
seems clear that spraying is more effective 
than dusting in

He’d Save All Water 


Where It Falls 


RIVERSIDE.—"“Saving the water on the 
land where it falls is the best form of water 
conservation,” according to Isham Sedge 
and civil 
engineer of this place. Mr Sedgewick says 
that methods which he advocates have been 
thoroughly tested, especially in Central 
America, where his professional work kept 
him for many years. bd 


“The owner who catches and saves the 
rainfall on his land has pure water that car 
ries no weed seeds,” he said recently. “Re- 
member that one inch of rain distributes 990 
barrels or 3630 cubic feet of water. To 
make it emphatic, an annual rainfall of 
twelve inches means 43,560 cubic feet per 
acre. Ten acres will secure 430,600 cubic 
feet to soak Into the soil and it is absolute 
waste to let that get away With the soil 
well moistened five feet deep during each 
year with water that is a free gift from 
Nature, irrigation requirements are reduced 
to a minimum. 


“How to do it? First, prepare to take 
care of water that may come from the high 
lands, if there are any, above the farm. Pass 
this around unless you can hold it, too. Next, 
go to the highest point of the land where 
it is desired to irrigate and with a good 
sized plow turn a furrow about every thirty 
to fifty feet, according to the slope and na- 
ture of the soil on contour level. Go as 
deeply as needed, throwing the dirt on the 
lower side of the furrow. As the rains come 
much will be taken in where it falls; the 
remainder will be caught and held by the 
furrow till it soaks in. Each successive 
furrow will hold all the water that falls be- 
tween and seldom or ever will there be 
enough to break over. 

In setting groves and orchards, a contour 
furrow above and below the rows will prove 
the very best form of planting and wil) con- 
serve all fertilizer as well as the water. 

“If thie plan be followed by all the ranches 
adjoining in any locality, the general im- 
provement Will be noted each year as the 
ground is gradually filled with moisture, and 
the difference between wet and dry seasons 
will hardly be noticed. 


“The plan is especially desirable in dry 
farming. Let the plowing and seeding be 
done at all times following the contour 
levels. 

“In reforestation it is imperative to set 
the trees in rows, conforming to the curves 
of the hills, but always keeping the rows on 
a level. Without necessarily. clearing the 
land, it paye to have a trench above and 
below the tree rows, Wheréver this is Jor 
sible. A better growth will invariably fol-

Dr. William Howard Hay, writing in Na- 
ture’s Path, gives an interesting opinion on 
this subject. ~ 


“We have no proof that inorganic iodine 
is ever acceptable to the body in health or 


disease, and in appreciable dosage continued 


over a considerable time there is developed 
a catarrhal condition that is called lodism, 
and that very seriously interferes with 
health, notably with nutrition. 

“I would surely condemn the use of iodine 
or iodines in any form except as provided 
by nature, in the various plant foods and 
fruits; richest in garlic, asparagus, pine- 
apple, cabbage, and green kidney beans, and 
occurring in all these in many times the 
proportion found in man. 

“It is generally believed to be true that 
the absence of iodine results in a crippling 
of the function of the thyroid gland, inhibit- 
ing the production of thyrosin; but when we 
consider that the amount in man is a mere 
trace, scarcely computable by ordinary 
chemical methods of analysis, and that the 
amount found in common cabbage is two- 
tenths part per thousand—many, many 
times greater than in the thyroid gland of 
man—it is ridiculous to consider the neces- 
sity of introducing inorganic iodine or its 
salts to guard against this scarcely possible 
deficiency. 

“Organic iodine and iodides, as prepared 
in the laboratory of Nature, are acceptable 
to the itssues of all flesh, and, as said. be- 
fore, there is not one scintilla of evidence 
that inorganic lodine is ever used (in the 
body.) or that it ever acts as anything ex- 
cept an irritant to the mucous membranes.

Exercise for Locomotor Ataxia 


Dr. Herman Silverman, M.D., has submit- 
ted the following extract of a lecture he de 
livered before the Neurological Class of 
Rush Medical College.. August 10, 1911, 
Gealing with the exercise therapy for loco 
motor ataxia. 


The treatment he advises is, know# as the 
Frenkel Compensatory Exercise therapy. 
After you read this manuscript you will 
feadily see that this is a much saner method 
of treatment than the “606” shots practiced 
by nine out of ten of the orthodox fra- 
ternity. 

Locomotor ataxia, under such treatment, 
is robbed of its terrors and fears of paral- 
ysis, insanity and death. 


“The Frenkel method of treating locomo- 
tor ataxia consists of methodical exercises 
in which co-ordinated movements are gradu- 
ally retaught to the patient. The patient is 
made to relearn through the control exer- 
clsed both by his eyes and the rest of his 
gcensory apparatus the proper motor impulse 
es which induce coordinated movements. 
In other words, we take advantage of the 
amount of sensibility still left in the body 
of the patient to such an extent that suffi- 
cient signals over the position of the limbs 
can be conveyed through the central organ, 
the brain. From this we can readily see 
that the Frenkel treatment of tabetic ataxia 
is based upon the education of the central

“Repetition enables the cen 
system to differentiate stimuli of ute in- 
tensity; its sensibility becomes so great that 
often repeated slight stimuli act on it with 
the same force as rarer bat much stronger 
impressions. Theoretically, the transforma- 
tion of am ataxic movement into a normal 
movement takes place in tabetic subjects ac- 
cording to the same laws as the acquisition 
in healthy persons of a complicated move 
ment which acquires the differentiation of 
tactile impressions of minute strength. A 
certain minimum of sensation, however, is 
absolutely indispensable; complete anaes- 
thesia precludes the application of the treat- 
ment by exercise, but, fortunately, such 
cases are very rarely, if at all, met with. 

“The principle thing to-do in this treat- 
ment is to find out for each limb the kind of 
exercise which is most apt to compensate 
the loss of sensation. As a rule, it is essen- 
tial that the sensfeijlity should not have been 
reduced below a certain minimum; bat in 
some special cases an almost complete cure 
has been effected, although at the beginning 
of the exercises the residue of ibility 
was almost nil. Such patients are obliged to 
follow the movements of their body and 
their limbs with the greatest attention; they 
fall immediately they shut their eyes. One 
of the most interesting examples of this case 
was furnished by a patient who began his 
treatment with an ataxia so severe that he 
could not \move out of his armchair. He 
was a man of the most extraordinary will- 
power, who at once entered upon the treat- 
ment with the greatest determination and 
who followed each movement of his limbs or 
body with the closest attention. After eight 
months’ treatment he went home perfectly 
cured. He had even learned to walk down the 
stairs backwards, and without the help of a 
stick, but he could not dispense with the 
control of the eyes; he fell down gs soon as 
he tried to shut them. If the loss of sensa- 
tion has not been so great as to reduce the 
residue of sensibility below a certain mint- 
mum, ome usually succeeds in teaching the 
patient to stand or walk with his eyes 
closed, but the movements will always be 
more undecided than when they are made 
under the control of the eres. 

“We have ne means of defining the mint 
mum quantity of sensation which is neces- 
sary for producing a good result; but it is 
sufficient if the patient has a vague sensa- 
tion of the active or passive movements 
which are performed by his limbs. If the 
patient has a strong will and is able to give 
close and continued attention to the task 
he has to perform—a faculty which ts much 
rarer than is commonly supposed—the re- 
sult of the treatment will be excellent. The 
Frenkel method of treating locomotor ataxia.

treatment fer this heretofore considered un- 
contfollable malady, is comparatively very 
little known among the profession in gen- 
eral, and therefore not as extensively prac- 
ticed as it should be. This is probably due 
to the fact that in the first place the Fren- 
kel method of treatment requires a great 
deal of patience both on the part of the 
physician as well as on the part of the pa- 
tient; secondly, a scientific method requir- 
ing a certain technic can only be properly 
acquired by personal observation and experi- 
ence. 

“As a matter of fact the Frenkel method 
of treating locomotor ataxia ought not to 
be confined to the neurologists alone but 
should be extensively practiced especially 
in a country like this where the disease is so 
prevalent and constantly on the increase. 
Purthermore, there ought to be a Frenkel 
clinic attached to every college whereby the 
students could get the practical knowledge 
and experience of this particular and very 
important treatment. 


“Up to a few years ago locomotor ataxia 
patients were considered hopelessly incur- 
able. In fact, it was only a question of a 
few years when locomotion was no longer 
possible and finally the patient was com- 
pelled to be cenfined to a bathchair or the 
bed for the remainder of his life. Fortunate 
ly this is no longer the case today. By the 
ingenuity of the Frenkel method, and with 
the progress of modern science, locomotor 
ataxia, the most terrible of diseases known
